Tax Sale 1922: The date for the 

1922 tax sale was set for the 22nd 
of November, 1922 and the Secretary 
requests that payments of arrears be 
made as soon as- possible during this 
month with the view of creating no 
more bank loans for this year. 

Medical Health: The medical 

health officer for the northern part 
of the Municipality attended the 
meeting and reports typhoid in many 
parts of the province. The council' 
take this opportunity to request the 
ratepayers to make a clean up round 
and about their homes in an attempt 
to stop this disease getting hold in 
this Municipality. 

Bills: A number of bills were pass¬ 
ed for payment. q

The following is the report of the 
delegate (Mrs. G. Burton) from the 
Ribstone Womens Institute who at¬ 
tended the annual convention of re 
Albera Women’s Institute which was 
he]d in the Palliser Hotel. Calgary, 
June 13 to 15. 

Miss Isabel Noble, President was in 
the chair; there was a good crowd, 
about 300 delegates. “O Canada” was 
sung by all. The chief address on the 
first morning was by the Hon. George 
Hoadley on the present status of Al¬ 
berta W.I. He told us he was in fav¬ 
or of our Institute, quite realizing the 
nob],e work we are doing and strongly 
assured us he would heartily support 


J. A. MacKenzie, representing the 
Chauvin G. W. V. A., was present 
at Wainwright on the occasion of the 
Visit of the Governor-General 
and his wife, Lord and Lady Byng of 
Vimy, Saturday last. 

The first thing Byng did on his ar¬ 
rival was to enquire how many re¬ 
turned im'en were present. Over 100 
were there to greet him. It matters 
not one wit to Byng that some of 
the boy® were dressed in overalls, he 
fraternized with them all. A typical 
incident may be described. A little 
distance apart stood roughly apparel¬ 
ed man on horse back, Byng seeing 
him walked across, and finding him 
to be one of the boys who served in 
Mesopotamia, conversed with him for 
a long time—whilst the crowd await¬ 
ed . Another incident, a woman who 
■* 

could not afford some of the smart 
apparel that some of us can afford, 
stood with two children in a pram, 
Lady Byng noticing the woman as 
she stood alone, walked over and 
entered into friendly conversation, be¬ 
ing later joined by Lord Byng. Such 
is the type of real people the Byng’s 
are—Men amongst men. 

Lord and Lady Byng were taken 
for a drive through the Buffalo Park 
and, of course, were given a feed of 
buffalo meat, and given a presenta¬ 
tion. The children of the Wainwright 
schools were out in full force, and 
patriotic songs. 


Advocating the establishment ot 
constituency scholarships similar to 
those given in agricultural schools, 
which would enable the girl or boy of 
the rural districts to continue their 
studies beyond the 8th grade through 
the medium of the correspondence 
school. Mrs. F. W. Hughes, of Cav¬ 
endish convener of th e education and 
better school committee of the Wo¬ 
men’s Institutes, gave a splendid re¬ 
port of the work of her committee at 
the Tuesday afternoon session of the 
W.I. 

She began by saying that in a new 
country like Alberta, where immigra¬ 
tion is so earnestly encouraged, it is 
a distressing fact that many of our 
children do not find the comfort and 
health in their homes and school life 
that they should, at a timle when the 
deepest impressions of their lives are 
being formed. Through the W.I. the 
rural schools have been getting a 
thorough renovating, for one of the 
committee is to insure sanitation and 
hygiene for the pupils. There”have 


Mrs. F. W. Hugres convener (Cav¬ 
endish) next spoke on Education and 
Better Schools. She to]d of many 
things the W.Is. were doing for the 
betterment of schools and one thing 
that particularly interested us was the 
W.I. offering prizes for personal ap¬ 
pearance, best attendance, clean fin¬ 
ger nails, hands and necks, clean 
teeth and so on; the chief of her 
-speed- wi]jf appaf in our local papr 
shortly. 

On Wddnesday evening a big re¬ 
ception was held in the ball room of 
tre Palliser Hotel and the delegates 
spent a most enjoyable time, songs 
and recitations, and stage dancing. 
The most amusing part of it all was 
the Dutch Clog dance by two little 
girls and a small boy, which caused 
much laughter. 

Cake, ice cream and coffee were 
served to about 500 delegates and 
other visitors at the C-lose. 

Thursday morning we were enter¬ 
tained at the Allen Palace Theatre 
with an organ recital. Miss Louisa 
Lovely gave us quite a talk on Mottion

entitled “Why Announce Your Mar¬ 
riage” was most laughable and too 
comic for words. 

Mrs. Nellie McClung gave us a 
splendid address. I wish you could 
all meet and hear Miss Isabel floble 
President of the A.W.I. for 8 years. 
She is so lively and witty in all her 
remarks. Everybody was so sorry 
she resigned this year. The delegates 
contributed together and presented 
her witr a lovely little gold watch and 
which touched her very much. 

Mrs. Margaret Lewis of Edmonton 
factory' inspector then spoke, taking 
for her subject "Making Both Ends 
Meet.” She told of the splendid re¬ 
sults that had been obtained through 
the first aid classes held under the 
workman’s compensation act which 
were largely attended by working 
girls both in Edmonton and Calgary. 
Sh e strongly urged women to buy the 
home made article and to increase out- 
own manufactories which would give 
mfore employment to our girls, she 
recommended every woman to read 
Mrs. Judge Murphy's new book en¬ 
titled “The Black Candle.” 

Mrs. W. Huyki of Strome, our 
own district director called particular 
attention to . on e Institute which she 
believed should have a banner, it had 
22 members and 18 babies. 

His Worship Mayor Adams of Cal¬ 
gary gave the delegates a very warm 
welcome, and the President of the 
W.I. (Mrs Grevett) was most kind 
and hospitable; she arranged to have 


bers of the W. I. have personally 
cleaned, repaired, calsomined and 
painted the interiors of the schools 
their children had to attend, and in 
dozens of sparsely settled communi¬ 
ties where children are compelled to 
walk several miles to school, the in¬ 
stitute wo.mlen have co-operated with 
the teachers in supplying equipment 
and serving hot lunches, the institute 
making the arrangements for the nec¬ 
essary supply of milk, sugar, season¬ 
ing, staple foods, etc. Many places 
have built kitchens on to their 
schools. 

In the interest of the children’s < 
health, most of the schools are now 
furnished with sanitary drinking- 
cups, and bubble fountains have 
been installed. Wonderful has been 
the change wrought by pretty white 
curtains, floWer) pots, window screen^ 
shades, thermometers, clocks, charts 
cupboards, lockers, musical instru¬ 
ments, sanitary towels etc. All of 
these things stimulate the child’s re¬ 
guard for refined surroundings. 

The speaker said that music and 
good pictures had played an import¬ 
ant part in the W.I. better schools 
movement. Victrolas had been placed 
in a large number of the schools flag 
poles had been erected and flags, 
large and small, donated by the insti¬ 
tutes in the districts. This had prov¬ 
ed very popular in the foreign-born 
settlements. Playground equipment 
and sports goods had been provided. 
Besides all this, the grounds of the 
schools! had been beautified by the 
seeding of lawns and plantting of 
trees. Wells had been drilled to se- 
sure a supply of water that would 
make it possible to have basins in¬ 
stalled with running water. 

To encourage industr^, efficiency, 
and care of personal appearance in 
the pupils prizes had been offered by 
the W.I. for certain merits such as 
best attendance, highest percentage, 
penmanship, elocution, manual train¬ 
ing, domestic science, gardening, 
clean finger nails, clean necks and 
hands, clean teeth and so on. Don¬ 
ations of good books had been made 
and medical inspection of schools

BY-LAW No. 20 


By-Law of the Municipal District of 
Merton, No. 451 Respecting the 
Prohibition of Animals Run- 
at large or Grazing 


Under the authority and subject to 
the provicions of “The Domestic 

Municipal District tAos . 

Animals Act,” the council of the Mu¬ 
nicipal District of Merton No. 451, 
enacts as follows: — 

Domestic Animals shall be prohib¬ 
ited from running at large or grazing 
on unfenced land other than land 
owned by the actual owner of the 
animals, in acordance with the fol¬ 
lowing schedule: — 
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Notwithstanding anything herein 
contained, any resident of the Muni¬ 
cipal District of Merton, No. 451, may 
allow a total number of 50 horses or 
cattle or horses and cattle to be at 
large and to graze on unfenced lands 
within the Municipal District, for 
every 160 acres of land owned by 
himself within the Municipality, as 
follows: — 

Cattle from the 1st day of March 
to the 30th day of November both 
days inclusive in each and every year, 
and 

Horses from the 16th day of De¬ 
cember in any year to the 30th day of 
November of the following year both 
days i»«lusive, provided also that the 
council of the Municipal District may 
by permit allow a like number of 
horses or cattle or horses and cattle, 
the property of a resident of an ad¬ 
joining Municipal District to be at 
large and to graze on unfenced lands 
within the Municipal District of Mer¬ 
ton, No. 451, subject however, to the 
above defined periods of restraint, 
but no entire animal shall be permit¬ 


ted to be at large within the Munici¬ 
pal District of Merton, No. 451, at 
any time.

supported by the W.I. 

The speaker deplored the fact that 
only about one or two per cent, of 
the rural children ever received a 
high school education. She thought 
that if it were possible to have grad¬ 
uating- exercises and give diplomas eo 
every child completing Grade VIII, it 
would stimulate interest and be the 
means of keeping many of the rural 
children in school much longer or at 
least until completing the eighth 
grade. With fhe great need for more 
«)cientific farmers in this province, 
Mrs. Hughes thought it was most 
deplorable that more of the children 
of the rural districts could not be en¬ 
abled to secure an agricultural col¬ 
lege education. 

HEALTH COMMITTEE REPORTS 

Very complete and full of helpful 
information was the report of the 
child welfare and public health com¬ 
mittee, presented by the convener, 
Mrs. D. R. Mclvor, > In this she 
urged that every institute hav e at 
least one health prograAftn[e during 
the year. She pointed out that the 
activities of her department had in 
eluded 
rural scRotlT 
in home-nursing health lectures, etc. 
Dentistry and medical aid had been 
provided for many families. All 
branches of the W. I. had been most 
many had supported same. She ap¬ 
pealed to the members to make use 
of the health machinery already in 
operation which includes 22 public 
health nurses, public health stations 
and information depots from where 
health panphlets are distributed free. 

PROBLEM OF THE GIRL 

Mrs. Margaret Lewis of Edmonton 
factory inspector, choosing as her 
subject “Making Both Ends Meet” 
gave a thoughtful talk on the living 
conditions of the country girl who 
comes to the city to find work, tak¬ 
ing as the basis of her address the 
present minimum wage in Alberta. 
She pointed out that the child ujj to 
school age and for a few years after 
is well looked after by the govern¬ 
ment and those societies interested in 
child welfare, but aside from the 

C.G.I.T. and Girl Guide movement, 
the ’teen age girl is practically left 
to shift for herself by both govern¬ 
ment and parents at a time when She 
needs the most syutfpathis counsel 
and physical c-are and protection. She 
thought a clinic system for the girl up 
to eighteen years of age would be a 
valuable thing and she particularly 
advocated the medical inspection of 
the girl in industry. The -speaker told 
of the wonderful results obtained 
through the first aid classes held un¬ 
der the workman’s compensation act 
and which were so largely attended 
by working girls both ini Edmonaon 
and Calgary. Anothtr year she said 
the cours e would very likely be en¬ 
larged . 

In pointing out what effect the pre¬ 
sent minimum wage system had on 
th e employment situation and the 
training of girls for industry, Mrs. 
Lewis said that employers wohld not 
take untrained workers in and pay 
them $1 a. day as the act required and 
so there were no apprentices learning 
the trades of .millinery or dressmak¬ 
ing and tailoring as in times past, 
with the result that trained labor had 
to be brought into the country or pro¬ 
duction lessened. 

Because of this girls were drifting 
the stenographer market. If Cana¬ 


dian women ceased to import their 
rlothes from the United States and 
demanded the home made article 
manufacturers would then find it 
worth their while to employ girls and 
train them. 

“There are too many women uns¬ 
porting clothes into this country that 
should be made at home.” said Mrs. 
Lewis, “and afford a living for our 
girls.” 

The terrible temptations and dang¬ 
ers which surround the underpaid 
girl were emphasized by the speaker, 
and in this connction she recom¬ 
mended that the women present read 
Mrs. Arthur Murphy’s nfew book on 
this subject entitled “The Black Can¬ 
dle.” She concluded by saying that 
all indications for the future of young 
women were along the lines of indus¬ 
try, and parents should endeavor to 
put their girls in productive work 
rather than strain a point to give 
them an office training. 

An insight into the many and wide- 
spreading interests and activivties of 
the Women’s Institutes was given in 
the reports of the constituency con¬ 
veners Mrs. James Boyd of Vanrena; 
Mrs. C. A. Gates of Stoney Plain, 
and Mrs. W. Huyck, of Strome, who 
reported for districts 1, 2 and 3. Dur¬ 
ing the morning and afternoon ses¬ 
sions -musical numbers were given by 
Miss Jean Yuill and Mrs. J. S. Dav¬ 
idson. while in the evening Mrs. T. 
C. Scott and Mrs. J. H. Jamieson 
sang several selections.

The third annual fair of this district, 
which is composed of eleven schools 
was very successfully held under ideal 
conditions on Tuesday the 12th. inst.

trouble—that is the least of their dif¬ 
ficulties. If they can win a prize no 
matter be it first or last they are de¬ 
lighted and will come back again with 
still greater determination to win out, 
but the monetary side of it is never 
mentioned. For months those chil¬ 
dren have applied themselves diligent¬ 
ly to the task on whichc they had set 
their minds in preparation for the 
fair; and now—the final test—would 
the judges give their entries a win¬ 
ning place? What eagerness and ex¬ 
pectance is manifest in those youth¬ 
ful faces when the doors are finally 
thrown open. Of course they could 
not all win but they had all tried. 
Those school fairs are very popular 
and seem to accomplish a. great deal o T 
good and are worthy of the best sup¬ 
port . There are classes for all grades 
and classes are provided for nearly 
everything pertaining to the great 
rural industry, agriculture. We see 
sleek and well cared for calves, sheep, 
lambs colts, poultry, and last but not 
least rows and rows on the exhibition 
benches of the very finest vegetables 
that can be grown anywhere. We 
doubt very much if such exhibits 
would not obtain good placing in the 
senior competition. Science and arts 
are not lost to sight in this agricul¬ 
tural competition, and one particular¬ 
ly fine landscape in water colors drew 
exceptional comment fromi both the 
judges and public who vivewed those 
fine works of art. Too much praise 
cannot be given to the teachers of the 
different schools who were so success¬ 


ful in their exhibits. To them is due 
the moulding of the character of our 
future generation .and we must admit 
that they are making a, success. Their 
kposnhwnssleoshr dkkmwoulduttktow 
encouragement, advice and help were 
all neede in solvivng the many prob¬ 
lems confronting the youthful exhibit¬ 
ors. However, they should feel re¬ 
paid for their efforts in the unquali¬ 
fied success of this great day. A very 
important item which bears on the 
success of the fair is the fine work of 
the secretary, Ronald Hulland, prin¬ 
cipal of the Edgeton School. He has 
a tremendous amount of work to go

New Ordei—In-Council Applies to Alt

An extension of time for the re-i 
demption of land sold in the 1921 tax 
sales, applying to all lands except 
those in citiec, towns and villages, 
has been made by the department of

ALLEVIATION 

A moratorium is threatened by the 
Saskatchewan government for pro¬ 
tection of the grain growers of that 
province against 'pressing creditors. 
This is a very serious step, one that 
should never be taken except under 
extreme duress. It is no frivolous 
vagary, it is rather a drastic measure 
for the alleviation--not cure— of a 
critical period wherein the people are 
on the verge^of bankruptcy. 

A BREATHING SPACE 

The grain grower, despite all news 
of good crops, big yields, etc., is in 
a serious predicament at this turn of 
the wheel. Concisely expressed, the 
costs of his produce are greater than 
ris proceeds from produce sales; 
he is thus carrying ,on business at a 
loss.. In this condition the most that 
a moratorium can do is to shield him 
from utter financial destruction and 
give him a space of time to recover 
his balance, deferring meanwhile thte 
necessity of immediately paying' the 


DISADVANTAGES 

Not forgetting the advantage of the 
immediate protection thus afforded, 
it is well to remember that the mora¬ 
torium is like a two-edged sword and 
cuts another way. The application of 
this measure absolutely destroys the 
future credit—loans will not be avail¬ 
able either from banks or mortgage 
companies; and all trading must be 
reduced to a cash basis. The morat¬ 
orium acts like a black mark against 
the character of the province as an 
whole, destroying it’s fair name. It 
acts also as a deterrent to immigra¬ 
tion, thus weakening the price of our 
lands should we need to .sell. 

NOT A CURE 

For the purpose of argument, let 
us assume that th e measure is en¬ 
forced, and that we produce another 
crop (let us say an average one at 
the present average crop) and where 
do we arrivve: Still we have no more 
ability to pay, we have the old debts 
plus interest together with any further 
debts and losses to meet. Briefly we 


will need an extension of the morat¬ 
orium. Extending- our argument we 
will find that the extension must be 
carried on indefinitely—which is an 
impossibility. Confusion and financial 
chaos and ruin. 

PROS & CONS 

Without a doubt the threat of the 
moratorium is to witrstand the urgent 
importunities of collectors and pro¬ 
tect the homes and interests of those 
who have sunk their all in producing 
food for the millions, and as such, 
and as such alone will it be of service. 
To all others it is a dangerous sharp 
weapon inflicting grievous injury. It 
injures even the man who can only 
pay a fair^^*oportioni ' *f his debts, 
for he is tempted to" retV?x from the 
strain of effort and privation and to 
‘get in’ worse than h e now is. Whilst 
the man who is better placed finds 
none of that credit which he could 
use to advantage. 

It is impossible to hail the morat¬ 
orium with enthusiasm; but we may 
reasonably hope that it’s trreat will 
be effective in protecting all Reserv¬ 
ing cases, and all such as stand in 
absolute need of such protection.

To obtain satisfactory results with 
either good bulbs are essential, they 
should be 'mature, good sized, smooth 
and heavy. 

Holland produces the supply of 
Dutch Hyacinths for the world, and 
the industry is almost as important 
as the dairy industry there. Hya¬ 
cinths are propagated from very 
small bulbs which take from t'hree to 
six years to mature. Many cheap 
bulbs bulbs are placed on the market 
by growers in need of money, gener¬ 
ally immature bulbs which are not 
satisfactory, and it is better to pur¬ 
chase a few good bulbs at a reason¬ 
able price than a lot of cheap ones of 
inferior quality. 

The Roman Hyacinth is grown al¬ 
most excluusively in France and im¬ 
ported to other parts of the world. 
The Dutch Hyacinth is doubtless the 
most useful of bulbs ’for indoor cul¬ 
ture and a general favorite’ There are 
two varieties, single and double in a 
large variety of beautiful colors. 

Each mature bulb should produce 
one large well fonmied spike of bloom, 
ond the single variety is preferable to 
the double, as they generally produce 
finer flowers and both can be grown 
in pots or water with the same treat¬ 
ment. 

To grow in pots, prepare th© soil 
by mixing one part each of thoroughly 
rotted turf, well rotted cow manure, 
leaf mould and sufficient coarse clean 
sand to mlake the composit porous, 
pulverize all thoroughly and place in 
a heap in the sun , turn and mix each 
day for four or five days before using 

Pots for single bulbs should be 
either four or five inch, according to

size, of bulb. In planting cover the 
drainage hole in pot with a crock or 
stone and fill to within one inch of 
the top with compost, which should 
be moist, pressing lightly. 

Scoop out enough to hold the bulb 
so that the top is one inch below the 
top of pot, don’t press the bulb down, 
when finished the compost should be 
one inch below the top of the pot. 

Water sufficiently to settle the soil 
stand the pots in a box on a thick 
layer of ashes or dry coarse sand, 
cover the whole to a depth of four or 
five inches with sand, ashes or 
moss. Place out of doors or in a cool 
cellar with lots of fresh air. Keep 
them moist to make good roots which 
should take framl fiwe to six weeks. 
It is very important that the roots 
should be well developed before the 
pots are brought tho the light which 
should he done gradually. 

When growing a generous watering 
with manure waiter is very benificial 
but should he discontined when the 
plants are in bloom. 

TO GROW IN GLASSSES 

To grow in glasses. Fill the glass 
with clean wafer until it almost touch: 
es the base of the bulb, put in a few 
pieces of charcoal to keep the water 
sweet. 

Place in a cool dark cellar with 
plenty of fresh air until the roots 
have nearly reached the bottom of 
the glass which will take about seven 
weeks when they should he removed 
gradually to a su,bdued light, giving 
plenty of air but avoiding strong 
sunlight and draughts. The water 
should be changed once a week. 

When the floWer spike has attain¬ 
ed an height of seven or eight inches 
it will be necessary to provide a wire 
support to prevent it it from over¬ 
balancing. 

The bulbs should be planted from 
September'til’ the end uf November. 

The Roman Hyacinth is a very fra¬ 
grant and beautiful variety. The flow¬ 
ers are smaller than those of the 
Dutch variety but ar© produced in a 
greater profusion. One bulb produc¬ 
ing as many as four spikes of sweet 
scented white blossoms. 

They may be grown in pots, earth¬ 
enware pans, or shallow boxes. Plant 
the bulbs thickly in sweet porous soil, 
keeping' the soil one inch below the 
top of the pot or other container. 
Water freely and place in a cool dark 
cellar or cold frame, covering them 
to protect them from frost. At the 
end of four weeks they should he 
brought to the light gradually into a 
cool room with a temperature about 
50, advancing to 65 or 70 degrees. 

Water freely with water about the 
same temperature as the room. 

The bulbs should he planted during 
August or September for flowering 
about Christmas. 

Now is a good time to prepare the 
compost. 1
